Introductory Comments: 

The present amendment replies to a non-final Office action dated December 15, 
2004. Claims 1-32 are currently pending in the present application. 

In the Office action, Examiner Lacyk asserted the following objections and 
rejections: 

A. The specification was objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent 
basis for the claimed subject matter; 

B. Claims 1-2, 4-7, 15, and 27-32 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(e) 
as being anticipated by Phelps et al. (6,475,210); 

C. Claims 8-12, 14, 16-18, and 20-26 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Phelps et al. (6,475,210) in further view of 
Geoffrion et al. (6,338,709); 

D. Claims 3, 13, and 19 were objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim but would be allowable if rewritten as indicated. 

Applicant responds to the objections and rejections as subsequently recited 
herein and respectfully request reconsideration and further examination of the present 
application under 37 CFR §1.111. 
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
